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ROLLOVER  PROTECTION  GUIDE 

The  Wisconsin  Rural  Health  Research  Center 
issued  a  new  publication.  Rollover  Protection 
Directory:  A  Guide  to  Tractor  Roll  Bars  and  Other 
Rollover  Protective  Structures.  The  directory  lists 
tractor  models  for  which  protective  structures  are 
available  and  provides  information  on  suppliers, 
price  and  other  important  features.  Although 
most  new  tractors  are  sold  with  factory-installed 
rollover  protective  devices,  only  30  percent  of  the 
4.5  million  tractors  in  use  on  U.  S. 
farms  are  equipped  with  these 
devices.  The  65  page  guide,  the  first 
such  comprehensive  source  for  this 
information,  was  distributed  nation  - 
wide  to  over  4,800  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  offices  and  agri¬ 
cultural  cooperatives. 

Dr.  Robert  Harmon,  Administrator 
of  the  Health  Resources  and  Services 
Administration,  U.  S.  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services,  (HHS),  is  hopeful  that  the 
issuance  and  distribution  of  this  guide  will  help 
reduce  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  tractor 
rollovers  --  a  leading  cause  of  farm  fatalities.  The 
directory  was  funded  by  the  Office  of  Rural 
Health  Policy,  HHS.  RIC  will  provide  specific
